THE PRINCIPAL DISCUSSION IN THE JURY TURNED ON THE SUBJECT OF "DISPERSAL" 
RECOMMENDED IN THE PROGRAM. 4T WAS AGREEO THAT THE PLANS WHICH INDICATED 
DISPERSAL WOULD HAVE GREATER VALUE FROM A MILITARY POINT OF VIEW, PROVIDED 
THE DISPERSAL DID NOT INVOLVE SUCH DISORGANIZATION OF PLAN THAT ADMINISTRATION 
AND SERVICING WOULD PROVE TOO DIFFICULT. PLANS WERE EXAMINED FROM THIS POINT 
OF VIEW. ONLY TWO INDICATING DISPERSAL HAD SUFFICIENT MERIT §N GENERAL ORGANI - 
ZATION TO BE CONSIDERED FOR PRIZES OR PLACES. THESE WERE THE PLANS OF 
R,J.CUSKCK, UNIVERSITY OF MOTRE DAME, AWARDED THE F&RST WARREN PRIZE, AND 
J.S.SUDLER, PRINCETON UNIVERSITY PLACED THIRO. 


Cusick’sS PLAN INDICATES A SERIES OF LOOPING ROADWAYS WITH SPACE FOR PARK~ 
{NG TRUCKS UNDER THE TREES AT THE ROADSIOE. EACH LOOP OF ROAD SURROUNDS BAR- 
RACKS EQUIPPED WITH MESS HALLS AND OTHER SERVICES, SO THAT A CONVOY MIGHT BE 
DIRECTED TO PARK IN A CERTAIN LOOP AND THE MEN FIND QUARTERS ADJACENT. PERMA- 
NENT STAFF QUARTERS AND SERVICE FACILITIES ARE SIMILARLY PLACED, THE SCHEME

An airplane manufacturing company wishes to exhibit 
in @ convenient and attractive fashion the line of private 
planes it produces for sale to the general public. Further- 
more, it wishes to encourage interest in flying, and to 
educate the public, particularly young men and women, 
in the development of aviation. The company is con- 
vinced that extensive display and education of this nature 
will in the long run bring returns. 

Facilities for this purpose. are planned on property 
overlooking an airfield near a large city. Planes and 
accessories will be sold. Movie shorts illustrating the 
important design features and performance of each model 
will be shown from time to time. Permanent exhibits of 
models, photographs, etc., and space for current exhibits 
will also be provided. A club room, with library, and 
covered terrace overlooking the airfield will be provided 
for flyers, with a bulletin board for general information, 
clicking weather reports. A tearoom with small kitchen- 
ette and bar will adjoin these facilities. A room seating 
200, equipped with projection booth, should be easily 
accessible to both club members and the public. 

Limousines will call for and transport prospective cus- 
tomers from a small central office or from their homes 
for demonstrations. 

The following points are stressed by the directors of 
the company:— 

|. The exhibition space is to have a maximum flexibility 
for display methods and sales promotion, an in- 
nee entrance, and good lighting both day and 
night. 

2. The building must be substantial and attractive. 
The requirements must be achieved with reasonable 
economy; careful consideration must be given to 
the structure in the design; unnecessary complica- 
cations for extreme effects must be avoided. 


3. Three private planes must be exhibited in space 
that is permanently enclosed or that can be en- 
closed in bad weather.

CLASS 'B PROBLEM IIl — A SHOPPING GROUP AND MOTION PICTURE THEATER ENTRANCE | 
Author—Morris Ketchum, Jr., New York, N. Y. 


Background 

Believing that post-war improvements to their city 
should be planned now, several far-sighted, prominent 
business men in a progressive middle-western suburban 
town have combined in an effort to plan a new com- 

 muter's shopping center adjacent to the railroad station 
and in the heart of the retail business section. 

The railroad company with the aid of promised State 
and local funds, has scheduled a grade-crossing elimi- 
nation program for an early post-war start. As a part 
of this program, the existing street level tracks will be 
sunk in an open cut, bridged by cross streets and by a 
new railroad station. The existing station will be torn 
down. ‘Plans for a modern station have been formulated 
by the railroad company's architects for the site shown. 
Busses and taxis will enter and leave at the secondary 
plaza to the north, leaving the large city block south of 
the station free for separate development. This block 
site is approximately level and will be cleared of its few 
obsolete buildings. — 


The local business men who control this land are work- 

ing with the city officials on a solution for its develop- 
ment that will provide a practical, convenient, and pleas- 
ant point of arrival and departure for commuters. It will 
provide parking for their cars, a number if service shops 
where they can buy goods or services needed at home 
or at the office, and a restful landscaped park for their. . 
use and that of the entire neighborhood. These business 
men are anxious to prohibit any tall buildings on the site, 
so that the neighboring business blocks will benefit from 
increased light and air. However, they have decided to — 
make an exception in favor of a motion picture chain 
whose proposed theater they feel should properly form 
a part of the shopping group. It will be located approxi- 
mately as shown and will not occupy more than 6,000 
sq. ft. of ground area. This Theater ‘has been designed 
by the chain's architects, but its entrance will be included 
in this problem as part of the shopping group. 


The Problem 
The city planners have fixed the location of the various 
elements of the new project as shown on the accompany- 
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ing plan and have decided to make the detailed design 
of the store development and theater entrance the subject 
of a public competition in which the following funda- 
mentals will be important factors: 


|. Uniform Roof. With the exception of the theater 
auditorium and the railroad station which are not 
part of this problem, all facilities shall be sheltered 
under a one-story flat roof with a clear ceiling 
height of 12'0" and supported by columns without 
bearing walls. The design of the roof and per- 
manent column system is a part ‘of this problem. 

2. Flexibility. Flexibility of plan is a most important 
factor in determining present and future arrange- 
ments for public pedestrian circulation, store sizes 
and shapes, store and theater services, lighting and 
construction. Systems of construction and materials 
are of prime importance in achieving this result. 

3. Development of the Site. The landscaping of the 
park plaza and the traffic arrangements of the auto 
parking area shall be logically developed and in- 
tegrated with the shopping group and the theater 
entrance. 


Detailed Requirements 


Public Circulation. From the western auto parking area, 
pedestrians entering under the main roof, will cross the 
western walkway, will then pass between the various 
shops by means of one or several passages which will 
result from the store layout; they will then reach a clear 
walkway at the east facing the park plaza. This walkway 
will lead to the theater entrance on the south and to the 
pedestrian entrance of the railroad station on the north. 


Stores. Space in the shopping group will be rented 
to tenants selling “service”, including a barber shop, a 
beauty parlor, a tailor shop, a rental library, a shoe repair 
shop, a drug store with a candy and soda bar, a florist 
shop, a delicatessen and a liquor store. It is not intended 
that the area for stores shown on the plan shall be solidly 
filled with shops. Choice of store size, arrangement and 
location and provisions for pedestrian passageways be- 
tween the stores is to be flexible. One such arrangement

Floor System. The floor system will consist of remov- 
able slabs so that stairs or dumbwaiters may be placed 
at any point and later changed to meet new requirements. 
The subdivision of the floor into slabs is to be shown. 


Walls. In order to facilitate easy changes in store 
layouts and to accommodate displays for individual 
tenants, it is recommended that all walls be built up of 
demountable self-supporting waterproof panels, glazed or 
opaque, of a few standard types and sizes. It is further 
recommended that the majority of all store wall panels 
be glazed above a height of 8'6"', so that natural lighting 
for the entire interior will be uniformly distributed. 

Ceiling. Artificial illumination should be provided in 
the ceiling together with an overall system of plug-in 


outlets for special display lights. 


Signs. Signs will be permitted on store walls, on mar- 
quee fascias, or suspended from the ceiling. Consistent 
with the needs of public circulation, free-standing display 
cases or posters will be provided in the public passages 
for rent by store tenants. 


Sun Protection. Since the store group is protected by 


_ the theater at the south and the railroad station at the 


north and by a wide walkway to the east, awnings will 
only be required on the west facade of the store group. 
Provision for these must be shown on the drawings.

WITH EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITIES FOR DISPLAY AND PUBLIC ACCESS, THE MAJORITY OF 
SIGNS ARE NEAR EYE-LEVEL UNDER THE MAIN ROOF AS THEY SHOULD BE. COLOR, TEXTURES, j 
MATERIALS ARE PLEASANT AND WELL CHOSEN. THIS AVOIDS THE PITFALL OF MAKING ALL 
THE STORES A MONOTONOUS COLLECTION OF GLASS BOXES, INSTEAD HE HAS SKILLFULLY 
CONTRASTED OPAQUE AND GLAZED SCREEN WALLS. THE THEATER ENTRANCE 1S OF AMPLE 
S1ZE WITH AN ATTRACTIVE POSTER AREA. LIGHTING AND CONSTRUCTION HAVE BEEN ; 
CAREFULLY CONSIDERED, 


R.B.MILLER OF THE UNIVERSITY OF OKLAHOMA PRESENTED A SOLUTION THAT WAS 

LESS OPEN AND MORE MECHANICAL IN PLAN THAN THE PREVIOUS DESIGN, SOME OF THE 
JURY AT FIRST OBJECTED TO THE RIGHT-HAND CUL-DE-SAC PASSAGE ADJACENT TO THE 
RAILROAD STATION. HOWEVER, IT WAS DECIDED THAT THIS PASSAGE ACTED AS AN 
INTERIOR COMMUNICATION BETWEEN THE STORES WHICH SURROUNDED IT RATHER THAN A 
RIGHT-OF-WAY FROM RAILROAD STATION TO PARKING SPACE. SINCE ALL STORES SUR~ 
ROUNDING THIS INTERIOR PASSAGE HAVE AMPLE SPACE ON THE OUTSIDE PASSAGES OR ON 
THE ADJACENT CROSS=PASSAGE, 17 WAS FELT THAT THIS WAS A FEASIBLE SOLUTION, 
THE LOCATION OF THE DRUG STORE ADJACENT TO THE THEATER WAS THOUGHT TO BE 
ADVANTAGEOUS TO THIS UNIT BECAUSE ITS INTERIOR SALES SPACE BECOMES A SHORT-CUT 
TO THE PARKING SPACE. AS IN ALL THE PRIZE DESIGNS, THE INTERIOR AREAS oF 
SALES SPACE AND SERVICE AREAS WERE WELL CONSIDERED. MR, MILLER'S DESIGN HAS 
PARTICULAR MERIT IN HIS IMAGINATIVE GRASP OF DETAIL. LIGHTING, FLEXIBLE 

| OPAQUE WALL PANELS AND GLASS CONSTRUCTION FOR STORES ARE WELL HANOLED; SHOW- 
CASES AND SIGN TREATMENTS ARE LOGICAL AND INTERESTING, DISPLAYS ARE EXCELLENT. 
THE IDEA OF REMOVABLE ROOF SLABS SO THAT OPAQUE OR GLAZED PANELS MAY BE 
INSERTED IN THE ROOF STRUCTURE ADDS AN ADDITIONAL ELEMENT OF FLEXIBILITY TO 
THE LIGHTING SYSTEM ANL 1S ESPECIALLY COMMENDAGLE. 


THE THIRD KAWNEER PRIZE BY A. KREBS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS 1S 
SIMILAR IN GENERAL SCHEME TO THE FIRST PRIZE DESIGN, BUT LESS OPEN TOWARDS 
THE PARK. STORE ARRANGEMENTS, CONSTRUCTION DETAILS ARE WELL HANDLED. THE 
PUBLIC PARK 1S INTEGRATED NICELY WITH THE SHOPPING CENTER. THROUGHOUT THE 
STORE UNITS GOOD SCALE AND A GOOD USE OF MATERFALS ADD TO THE CHARM OF THIS 
DESIGN. 


THE SOLUTION GIVEN THE FOURTH KAWNEER PRIZE WAS SUBMITTED BY S. OYAKAWA

A ferry company operating under franchise in the busi- 
ness of conveying persons and vehicles between two towns 
situated on opposite shores of a large river, is preparing 
to meet an anticipated increase in its post-war business 
wis having plans developed immediately for new facilities 

which will completely replace the existing facilities on the 
eastern shore of the river. 


Site: A new 3!/> acre site has been acquired. It is. 


approximately level and is situated between the shore 
and a north-south traffic artery. Two one-way east and 
west streets terminate at the artery abutting it at 
right-angles within the length of the site. These will 
_ handle the bulk of traffic between the ferry and the center 
of the town. (See accompanying sketch of the site.) 


Operation: The problem involves primarily the flow 
and control of (1) traffic arriving by land to embark, and 
(2) traffic arriving by ferry to disembark. Of the two, 
the first demands the greater attention (as regards both 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic) for it is in connection 
with (1) that shore facilities and controls are primarily 
required. 


"Embarking" Traffic: Pedestrians should be provided 
with passage under cover from the entrance to the 
property (or taxi curb within the property) to a sheltered 
waiting area where should be found ticket window, 
baggage checking, toilets, soda fountain, cigar counter, 
and telephone booths. ‘Covered access from the wait- 

ing area to the ferry is desirable where possible. 


| The entrance of vehicles into an open vehicle waiting 
& area should be controlled. Tickets may be purchased 
before or after entering the waiting area. Particular 
care should be exercised to insure the proper segrega- 

tion of embarking vehicles from. disembarking vehicles. 


"Disembarking” Traffic: Pedestrians should be pro- 


* vided with a direct exit but should be allowed, if they 


desire, to exit via the sheltered waiting area. Vehi- 
cular lanes should proceed as directly to the street exit 
as possible. 


Space Requirements: Within variations as determined 


by climate and local custom, there should be provided 
adequate space, efficiently arranged and appropriately 
expressed, for the following: . a 
(I) Passengers’ Waiting Room. An area about 30° 
x 50' to accommodate an average load of 50 persons 
per hour and an average daily "peak’’ load of 100 
persons per hour. (Ferry every hour.) - 
_ {2) Vehicle Waiting Space. An outdoor waiting area 
with entrance and exit control and ticket purchase 


facilities either of the booth or vendor type. Not less 
than 350 feet of length in two or more lanes (sufficient | 
for 16 passenger cars, or 50 tons—capacity load of 
ferry). | 


(3) Dock and Ferry Berth. Facilities for handling 
only one ferry at a time need be provided. The ferries 
to be used will have a traffic deck with an average 
level of 6 feet above water. This deck is approximately 
elliptical in shape at the ends—with a maximum beam 
of 60 feet and a length of 175 feet. Vehicular traffic 
will be handled in two lanes—one on each side of 
center. Open and closed areas for pedestrian pass- 
engers will be located on the wouter sides of both 
these lanes. Slight water level variations due to tides 
require either a floating or otherwise adjustable type 
of dock connection to provide for the easement of 
traffic between the ferry deck level and the stationary 
dock level (6 feet above mean sea level—same as ferry 
deck level above water at mean tide). 

(4) Car Parking. - Parking for a few cars of em- 
ployees and ferry passengers should be provided on 
the property. 

Entrance and exit lanes for both pedestrians and 
vehicles should be provided as required. Planted areas 
can do much to relieve the glare and monotony of exten- 
sive paved areas. 

It is desired that the “housing” for the required facili- 
ties be kept to a minimum consistent with good service 
and climatic conditions. Heating facilities should be pro- 
vided within the passenger waiting building. Traffic should 
be simplified in every way possible.

REPORT OF THE JURY - BY WALKER O. CAIN, LT.(JG) USNR 


BELIEVING THIS TO BE A DIFFICULT CLASS C PROBLEM TO BEGIN WITH, THE JURY 
WAS AT A LOSS TO UNDERSTAND WHY SO MANY STUDENTS FURTHER COMPLICATED IT. THE 
HIGHEST AWARDS WENT TO THOSE STUDENTS WHO ARRIVED AT THE SIMPLEST SOLUTION 
MOST DIRECTLY. 


THE JURY CONSIDERED THE SOLUTION OF THE OVERALL TRAFFIC CIRCULATION TO 
BE THE MAJOR OBJECTIVE. THE ACCOMPANYING BUILDING WAS CONSIDERED TO BE 
SECONDARY ALTHOUGH IT WAS IN ALMOST EVERY CASE HANDLED MORE COMPETENTLY THAN 
THE CIRCULATION ELEMENTS. AT FIRST IT APPEARED THAT THE PERFECT SOLUTION OF 
THE TRAFFIC PROBLEM WAS IMPOSSIBLE WITHOUT A SEPARATION BY LEVELS. UPON 
CAREFUL EXAMINATION, HOWEVER, 1T WAS FELT THAT THE COMPLICATIONS GROWING OUT 
OF THAT SEPARATION OUT-NUMBERED THE ADVANTAGES. THE MOST SUCCESSFUL OF THE 
ONE-LEVEL SCHEMES WERE THE PREMIATED DESIGNS. 


APPARENTLY ALL THE TWO-LEVEL SCHEMES WERE BASED ON THE ASSUMPTION THAT 
THE FERRY CARRIED EXCLUSIVELY AUTOS ON THE MAIN DECK, AND PASSENGERS ONLY ON 
THE UPPER DECK. ALTHOUGH CERTAINLY NOT IMPLIED IN THE PROGRAM, THE JURY 
ADMITTED THE PREMISE AS A POSSIBLE SOLUTION. THESE SCHEMES, FEATURING UNDER~ 
PASSES, STILTS, ELEVATED ROADWAYS AND EVEN A CLOVERLEAF, WERE GENERALLY WELL- 
STUDIED, PERHAPS MORE SO AS A GROUP THAN THE MORE DIRECT SOLUTIONS, BUT WERE 
DEFINITELY BEYOND THE NEEDS OF A FERRY TERMINAL HANOLING 100 PERSONS AND 16 
PASSENGER CARS IN A "PEAK" HOUR. 

HALF MENTIONS WERE AWARDED J.HsLATTIMORE, M,OAUGHERTY, AND M,. ROSS, WHO 
PRESENTED THE BEST OF THE TWO-LEVEL SOLUTIONS, WHILE THAT OF M,DAUGHERTY WAS 
ESPECIALLY WELL-STUDIED, ALL THESE DOUBLE LEVEL PLANS ELIMINATED COMPLETELY 
THE CROSSING OF PEDESTRIAN AND AUTO TRAFFIC, AND AFFORDED EXCELLENT OUTLOOKS 


FOR THE WAITING AREA. 


THE SUBMISSION OF J. KRESS, UNIVERSITY OF NOTRE DAME WAS THE BEST OF 
THREE ENTRIES OFFERING END-LOADING FOR AUTOS AND SIDE-LOADING FOR PEDESTRIANS, 
WHICH ELIMINATED THE CROSSING OF THESE TWO TRAFFIC ELEMENTS EXCEPT ON BOARD 
THE FERRY. THE JURY FELT THAT OPERATIONAL COSTS AND HAZARDS COUNTED HEAVILY 


AGAINST THIS SOLUTION,

THE JURY THOUGHT THE SUBJECT-MATTER OF THIS SKETCH WAS WELL OUTLINED IN

The street floor will provide for the following activities 
—exhibitions, meetings, lounging, reading. To create a 
space suitable ‘for large gatherings and exhibitions as well 
as reading ‘and conversation obviously requires an in- 
genious)and flexible plan. A small office near the entrance 
and a small service kitchen are also required. Lighting, 
both natural and artificial, will be an important part of 
the design. ae ; 

To help finance the operation, street floor store space 
will be rented to a small photographic shop, where mem- 
bers will purchase supplies and equipment. The shop 
have ‘an ‘area of about 400 sq-ft., and it must have 
its own» door to the street. Since the shop business will 
come largely from club members and their friends, there is 
no need for large. signs, etc., and it is agreed to sub- 
ordinate the shop front to that of the building as a whole.

4, Three individual printing rooms in addition to the 
large printing room, each equipped with an enlarger 
and sink, and four negative developing rooms. The 
latter are small cubicles containing space for a sink, 
for the developing tanks, and for negative drying racks. 


5. 40 lockers for members to store their own paper and 
chemicals. 


6. A room where prints can be dried, spotted and 
mounted. It will contain a drum-type gas-heater dryer, 
two dry mounting presses, two paper cutters and about 
50 sq.ft. of horizontal work space. It would be desirable 
to include a sink for final washing of prints, with some 
connection thnough the wall to the sink in the large 
printing room. This would allow prints to get to the 
drier without the necessity of carrying them through 
dorridors. 


In planning its new building, the club intends to make 
full use of the basement, for with adequate ventilation 
and filtered air this space will be ideal for darkrooms. 


Each student is at liberty to select in a city that he 
knows, a site appropriate in location and cost for the 
project outlined above. The location, means of access, and 
other limiting conditions must be described on the final 
presentation,

The President's suite will be located in an important 

osition ‘with’ respect to the main entrance foyer of the 
Puildinge Normally, the President's office will be entered 
from a corridor thnough the office of the secretary which 
is also a waiting room for those having or wanting ap- 
pointments with the President. A door in the office will 
open directly to the Trustees’ Room for the convenience 
of the President when meetings of the Board or con- 
ferences are in session. There will also be a door between 
the President's.office and the corridor or entrance foyer 
for exit and private entrance. A private coat room and 
toilet should Pe ‘provided. 


The office will.enjoy a view of the campus green sur- 
rounded by departmental buildings, and of a distant land- 
scape. Windows will admit ample natural illumination 
during most of the day. 

Since the President's office serves not only as the center 
of administrative and educational activities, but also as a 
place of ‘reception for distinguished guests, alumni, and 
others interested in the welfare of the college, it should 


_ be dignified in design, without undue extravagance in its.

decoration, and comfortably furnished to meet its varied

A desk, a conference table for small 
groups, a divan, and chairs or seats of several types are 
essential equipment. A flexible system oof artificial illumi- 


nation should be provided. The building will be equipped . 


with a centrally operated air-conditioning system; there- 
fore efficient ventilating grilles should be located in the 
room, taking their places as part of the design of the 
room.
